Brezell had lived in Uetplaiues for thirty- 
eight years 
At rt:30 o'clock Brezell fin- 


ished his duties at the station and started 
for home. He lives but a short distance 
from the station on Miner street in a two 
• tory frame house.

least 500 feet from it. froutini: on Des- 
plaines avenue, is'.he barn in which the 
old man WHS murdered. It is a two-story 
frame, and is not entirely completed. 
Brezell ato his supper and starvd out to 
the barn to finish laying H floor.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. U.—Governor Gor-

were shooting down the whites.

county, and the county has been the scene 
of several race troubles 
Much of the 


territory is covered witii dense pine for- 
ests, the working of which for turpentine 
employs large numbers of both whites 
and blacks. These are very illiterate and 
there !s much race prejudice, which fre- 
quently leads to confl.ct.

or drawback paid for a less amount than 
$5. It shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, with the ap- 
proval of the secretary of the treasury, to 
adopt shuch rules and regulations, and to 
prescribe and furnish such blanks and 
forms as may be ueceHsary to carry this 
section in ro effect.

Senator CttrlUle's Opinion.

A system of scrip will 
be established and the coloniits will be 
paid iu this. Bach one will have bis or 
her allotted duties, according to thei- 
qualilications, and will be paid so much 
an hour iu scrip. A general depot will 
be established, and here the colonists will 
trade for things that they may need. 
Men, 
women and children will be on a 


basis of equality. 
If a child picks as 


much fruit in an hour as a man it will re- 
ceive as much pay for that hour. 
The 


form of government of the colony in still 
a secret, but 1 understand that every in- 
habitant of the community will have a 
vote in the selection of officers, and that a 
board of trustees will be In charge of the 
affairs.

ers. There are 17 members. There is an 
average attendance of 9 at every meeting. 
The sessions last about two hours and the 
topics discussed are ail calculated to give in- 
formation on the matters that will come up 
in the business of the members.

The association has a small library which

This is a bind of labor organization that

There is still nearly as much to do in Deca- 
tur as has been done in the special line. 


Mr. Montgomery gets tbe most complete 


returns of the operations for a year past In 
every kind of manufacturing 
business. 


Where the concern is a small one, like a 
blacksmith, cooper or shoe shop, he asks 
the 
questions 
of

on the 


schedule,
